Civic Leaders Express

GAINESVILLE, Ga., April 8.—(4) 

This courageoys mill center laid the 
foundations of a new city tonight as 
sorrowing relatives and friends paid 
tribute to the nearly 200 victims of 
Monday’s storm which inflicted prop- 
erty damage estimated at $10,000,- 
000. 

Funeral processions passed slowly 
through the streets from early morn- 
ing until sundown ‘while over the 
devastated area—in sharp contrast— 
the stacatto rattle of hammers and 
the rasp of saw continued unabated, 

Thousands of tons of powdered brick 
and splintered timber, the remains of 
buildings twisted into unrecognizable 
distortion, were rapidly carted away 


and foundations were set for new 
business structures and residences. 
Greater City Predicted. 

Civie and business leaders expressed 
the conviction that a new and greater 
Gainesville would arise. 

John H. Hosch, president of the 
Citizens Bank and the Hosch Broth- 
ers Dry Goods Company, said: 

“[ have never seen such an in- 
domitable spirit among our people 
who want the city to come back.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., April 8.—(*) 
The official list of the Gainesville ‘or- 
nado as announced today by Stone J. 
Crane, field representative of the Red 
Cross, totaled 184 persons. Of these, 
139 were identified white persons, and 
15 negroes. 

With the number missing and be- 
lieved to be dead, the total will ap- 
proximate 200. 

There were 30 unidentified bodies, 
the majority of which were charred be- 
yond recognition. They came mostly 
from the ruins of the Cooper Manu- 
facturing Company. |

MOSCOW GHARGES

Baron Unger’sUnsuccess- 
ful Campaign in 1921 
Recalled; Treaty With 
Mongolia Is Defended. 


* MOSCOW, April 8.—(4)—The gov- 
ernment organ Izvestia tonight ac- 
cused a portion of the Japanese mili- 
tary command of plotting to repeat 
former attempt to drive a wedge be- 
tween Europe and far eastern Russia. 

The plan, the newspaper asserted, 
would follow the outline of the ill- 
fated campaign of Baron Unger in 
1921 by an attack on the Lake Baikal 
region from Outer Mongolia, 

The soviet union, therefore, acted 
in the legitimate interests of self-de- 
fense in completing a mutual assist- 
ance treaty. with the Mongolian na- 
tional republic, the paper added. 

Ruesia rejected Chinha’s 
against the soviet-Outer Mongolian 
mutual assistance pact, a communique 
early today disclosed, but asserted 
the treaty does not signify any ter- 
ritorial claim by the soviet union 
over China or Outer Mongolia. 

Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvin- 
off termed the Chinese protest “un- 
founded” in a note which he deliv- 
éted to the Chinese charge d'affaires, 
Han Ju Wu. The government com- 
munique declared the Nanking protest 
was made Tuesday. 

Although asserting the Nanking 
government’s protest could not be ac- 
cepted by the U. 8. S. R., Litvinoff 
declared the soviet-Mongolian mutual 
aid agreement was not. directed 
against the interests of any third 
country. The pact, he said, wonld 

y wetion only if either the VU. 
S. 8. R.-or the Outer Mongolian peo- 
ple’s republic were to becoine a ric- 
tim of aggression. 

Russia said the protest was not 
“well founded,” and stated the treaty 
does not contradict the Peking agree- 
ment of 1924, in which the soviet 
union recognized Chinese sovereignty 
over Outer Mongolia. 

Izvestia outlined the projected plan 
of attack as follows: 

The first step would be the crea- 
tion by the Japanese of a puppet state 
in North China and Inner Mongolia. 
Then, using authorization of certain 
Chinese generals as the basi¢ for fur- 
ther action, the Japanese would at- 
tempt to occupy the whole of Outer 
Mongolia. From this point, they pre- 
sumably would drive northward to in-

Quits Sea for Warm Springs Home 


President, Commenting on Political Situation, Declares

Things Seem Quiet Officially; Relates Experiences 
Aboard U. S. S. Potomac. 


ROOSEVELT TO WARM SPRINGS, 
Ga., April 8.—(?)—F ull of health and 
fishing stories, President Roosevelt 
traveled toward the White Housé to- 
night after 16 “grand” days on the 
warm southern seas, 

The bronze-faced President came 
ashore smiling early this afternoon at 
Port Everglades, Fia.,' and aboard 
train turned to some official business 
which includes the filling of some 
important posts. 

James A. Moffett, former federal 
housing administrator who has been 
mentioned for assistant secretary of 
the navy, and Mrs. Moffett, met Mr. 
Roosevelt at Port Everglades and ac- 
companied him to Jacksonville tonight. 

Governor Sholtz,. of Florida, and 
Governor McNutt, of Indiana, both 
of whom have been frequently men- 
tioned for high federal office, likewise 
conversed with the President. The 
Florida Governor extended the official 
welcome home. Governor McNutt was 
visiting in Florida. 

But Mr. Roosevelt, in a brief talk 
with newspapermen aboard the U.°S. 
S. Potomac as it docked, was mostly 
interested in talking about his cruise. 
Officially, he said things seemed more 
quiet than in a long time. -

He last night 
allocated - $2,500,000 for emergency 
work in the area. 
The trim little U. S. 8S. Potomac, 
new presidential ship, was pronounced 
a splendid craft by the chief executive. 
Incidentally, he disclosed that the ship 
had been receiving storm warnings for 
the past three days and was moving 
from one lee to another to keep in 
comparative safety but the storms 
never overtook it. 

The story came out that Mr. Roose- 
velt had played the new game of poli- 
tics with his shipping mates one eve- 
ning recently and that Colonel Edwin 
M. Watson, U. 8S. A., military aide, 
had been elected president. 

Asked on what ticket “Pa” Watson 


had been elected, Mr. Roosevelt quick- 
ly replied “we didn’t bother about the 
ticket—we just made sure he was 
elected.” 


VICIOUS Vibe 


Alliance Between Politi- 
cal Leaders, Gamblers, 
White Slavers Revealed.

NEW YORK, April 8.—(UP)—Po- 
lice today smashed ‘a vicious circle of 


crime which induced respectabie woni- 
en—many of them married—to play 
poker for etiff stakes and then enter 
into prostitution to pay their losses. 

Although the outlines of the system 
still were vague tonight because of in- 
tense political pressure to keep the sto- 
ry quiet, it seems to have been an al- 
liance of gamblers, loan sharks, white 
slavers and the proprietors of unscru- 
pulous political clubs. 

All names have been withheld, but 
no.one challenges the fact that one 
woman already has committed suicide 
because her husband learned she had 
become a prostitute to recoup her 
poker losses. 

Police Commissioner Lewie J. Val- 
entine found that every time he order- 
ed a raid on the “political clubs” the 
cases ran into a blank wall somewhere 
between the time the arrests were 
made and when the cases reached 
court. He ascribed that curious fact 
to political tinkeriag, and it was learn- 
ed several district leaders called up 
police headquarters and tried to “fix 


cases.” 
Problem Solved. 

Valentine solved the problem by ae- 
signing members of the confidential 
squad to harass the club until they 
were forced out of business. Today he 
announced success, but it was a long 
and trying fight. The clubs had an 
elaborate system of pass words, chang- 
ed almost daily, and no patrolman or 
policewoman could gain admittance to 
collect evidence. Somebody always 
seemed to recognize their faces. _ 

After weeks of work they pieced 
together the procedure. as follows: 

Women were. invited to the clubs 
to play poker—often in the hope of 
augmenting their household budgets— 
and the minimum price for a stack 
of chips was $20. 

Sometime or other, in obedience to 
the law of averages, every woman 
would lose a sizeable sum. Then the 
loan sharks would move in. 

Offer Women A 

They would offer the women $50— 
based on a promise to pay $150 when 
luck changed. Frequently luck didn't 
change and the women then were told 
that they could become prostitutes.

SENATE IS UPHELD 
IN RIGHT TO SEIZE 
HEARST'S. WIRES 


Justice Holds Freedom of 
Press Not in Question; 
Financers of Anti-New 
Deal Groups Are Bared. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—()— 
The senate lobby committee scored a 
direct court victory over William Ran- 
dolph Hearst today, and in simultane- 
ous hearings disclosed a select group 
of wealthy industrialists contributing 
heavily to. anti-New Deal organiza- 
tions. 

Chief Justice Wheat, of the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, re- 
fused the publisher's plea for an in- 
junction restraining the committee 
from examining telegrams passing be- 
tween himself and his employes, 

He upheld the committee’s conten- 
tion that; as a branch of the senate, 
it was beyond the jurisdiction of the 
courts. Fiatly he denied Hearst’s al- 
legation an abridgement of the con- 
stitutional right of freedom of the 
press was involved. Elisha Hanson, 
Hearst’s counsel, announced he would 
appeal. 

Liberty League Finances. 

At the capitol, meanwhile, the lobby 
investigators examined Fred C. G. 
Clark, national commander of the Cru- 
saders, and other officers of that or- 
ganization, revealing that 89 individ- 
uals had contributed $62,687 to the 
Crusaders and $183,205 to other or- 
ganizations, principally the Liberty 
League. Thirty of the 39 gave but 
small sums, with the major portion 
of the totals confined to nine donors.

But, considering the actual definitions 
of the words, tornado, cyclone and 
hurricane, Mindling advises : 

on Definition. 


“The dictionaries have their defini- 


tions that do not agree with the defi- 
mtie of the meteorologist. The pub- 


lie has ite definition that also dis- 
agrees with the meteorologists’ accept- 
ed idea.” 

Take, for instance, the tornado— 
which was the type of storm that 
brought disaster to Gainesville. 

“A tornado,” says Mindling, “is that 
spiral whirlpool of air that circles in 
a narrow circumference at a terrific 
velocity, although its progress forward 
may be actually slow, according to the 
accepted rates of speed. 

“The tornado does not travel Pes 
It hits the ground and rips ever 
apart but our averages show t it tt 
seldom travels more than 
miles before it vanishes srunstionsly 
into the air. 

“Tornadoes, like lightning, often 
strike twice—or three or four times— 
perhaps more-—in the same place. 

“Sometimes a tornado will strike in 
one locality, skip into the air and 
strike again at another point’ five 
miles distant before it bounces into 
the sky and disappears. Where the 
tornado comes from or how it dis- 
appears, no one knows. We have 
studied them for years—it will take 
a thousand years of intensive studying 
of meteorological records to determine 
the cause of the tornado, which is a 
freak of the elements, peculiarly prev- 
alent in this country. 

Cyclone Every Day. 

Now, the cyclone, which Mindling 
agrees, is the accepted public term for 
what is actually a tornado. The pub- 
lic, according to Mindling, believes 
that the spiral whirlpool of sky and 
wind is a cyclone. That is correct. The 
public should learn, says Mindling, 
that cyclones occur throughout the 
United States almost every day, And 
this is why: 

“A cyclone is that vast disturbance 
of the air over an area that may in- 
clude seven or eight states. t is 
rotary in its motior. but on the outer 
edge, the wind may move no faster 
than 25 or 30 miles an hour.” 

“Cyclone” is a derivative of a Greek 
word meaning “circle,” or “moving 
in a circle.” This circular motion is 
true in a cyclone, according to Min- 
dling but the circle is over a vast 
area. 

Webster’s International dictionary 
defines cyclone in its prime sense as 
“a violent storm, often of vast extent, 
characterized by high winds rotating 
about a calm center of low atmos- 
pheric pressure, This center move on- 
ward often with a velocity of as much 
as 20 or 30 miles an hour.” 

This definition, according to Min- 
dling, disagrees with the meteorolo- 
gist’s definition to this extent. ‘The 
outer edge of the wind may move 
no faster than that “20 or 30 miles 
an hour,” according to Mindling. 

Atmospheric Pressure Low. 

“Any rotary storm,” says Mr. Min- 
dling,” is a cyclone. That is true 
by the very derivative of the word. 
But the cyclone, as the meteorologist 
accepts it, is a rotary storm that 
is a widespread disturbance. The

The cyclone, according to Mindling, 
has a tendency to merely, distribute 
its effects over a vast aréa.

Now, the hurricane— ~* 

“A hurricane,” according to Mind- 
ling, “is the counterpart of a tornado 
at sea: A tornado is a land storm, 
a hurricane is a sea storm. 

“Both the hurricane and the tor- 
nado are similar in effect,” said Mind- 
ling. “Their origin puzzles us, The 
tornado starts on land during, or 
near, the vernal equinox; the hurri- 
cane starts on water during the au- 
tumnal equinox. The hurricane 
swee in toward land out of the 
tropical water below the United 
States. They strike at various 
points. Galveston, New Orleans, Mo- 


bile and Florida have all been swept | Apr. 


by hurricanes which are simply tor- 
nadoes that had their origin in the 
sea. 

“A waterspout is a counterpart of 
a tornado at sea. In other words, 
that spiral whirlpool of water that 
lifts into the air is nothing more 
than that spiral whirlpool of air and 
dust and shattered timber on land. 

Start on Level Surface. 

“The hurricane starts on the level 
surface of the sea just as the tornado 
—— on the level surfaces of the 
an 

“But how they begin, we do not 
know. 

“The average person’s descriptions 
of air pockets, perhaps, is just as 
reasonable as any other explanation 
until we arrive at an accurate scien- 
tific deduction of such phenomena. 

“Some persons call it a vacuum— 
we can’t dispute that until we have 
some facts on which to work. The 
reasons, however, are far more actual 
than that vague description.” 

So, according to Mindling, a cyclone 
is a disturbance of vast proportions 
but its effects are rather harmless. 
A tornado is a more concentrated 
disturbance on land which _ strikes 
swiftly and vanishes swiftly and its 
effects are intensively destructive. 
A hurricane is a tornado that starts 
in tropical seas. 

A hurricane when it strikes the 
land is often less violent than a tor- 
nado which strikes the land at its very 
beginning. The hurricane’s force is 
often spent before it hits land.

THE ONLY WAY! 

In the effort to obtain the re- 
lease of the $18,000,000 of high- 
way funds allotted to Georgia now 
tied up in Washington because of 
the chaos existing in the state gov- 
ernment, federal officials are being 
asked by the State Highway Board 
to send this money direct to the 
board, instead of the state treas- 
urer, as heretofore. 

The pledge is made that if these 
funds are remitted to the board they 
will be used only for highway pur- 
poses and to finance projects al- 
ready approved by the federal engi- 
neers—a markedly different han- 
dling, it is well to note, than is 
being accorded to the highway reve- 
nues accruing from state taxation, 
which, until stopped by injunction, 
were being diverted for various 
purposes. 

While it would be gratifying if 
the federal government would re- 
lease these urgently needed funds, 
the indications are that officials at 
Washington will insist upon a clear- 
ing of the chaos and uncertainty ex- 
isting in the state government be- 
fore taking such action. 

The solution is a simple one and 
can be accomplished within a short 
time by a stroke of the Governor's 
pen. 

The $18,000,000 is being with- 
held in Washington until it is finally 
decided whether the Governor has 
the right to operate the state gov- 
ernment without an appropriation 
act. 

The attorney general of the state, 
the head of the law department 
which is specifically charged with 
the duty of advising the executive 
department as to the legality of its 
acts, has directly and repeatedly 
counseled the Governor that “the 
financial affairs of the state could 
not be operated legally and consti- 
tutionally without an appropriation 
act.” 

Furthermore, he has on several 
occasions advised the Governor that 
*“a session of the general assembly 
would relieve the tension, doubt 
and uncertainty, and the state would 
function normally.” 

Assurance has been given by the 
members of both houses of the gen- 
eral assembly that, if called in spe- 
cial session, they will deal with noth- 
ing but the enactment of an ap- 
proptiation measure, confining it to 
the limits of the budget submitted 
by the Governor to the last ses- 
sion, and terminate the special ses- 
sion within a week. 

The total cost of such a session 
would be only a few thousand dol- 
lars—as against the $18,000,000 
belonging to the state and being 
withheld. s 
' If the Governor will get down off 
bis high horse and call a special 
session, the whole problem will be 
promptly solved and at a trivial 
cost.

A TRAGIC OBJECT LESSON 

Striking illustration of the price 
Georgia is paying for the practical 
suspension of highway work in the 
State during the past few months, 
and the fact that several million 
dollars available for new construc- 
tion was left unallotted during 1935, 
is found in the congested condi- 
tions on the Atlanta-Lawrenceville- 
Gainesville highway following the 
tornado disaster at the latter city. 

Doctérs, nurses, Red Cross work- 
ers, national guard units and other 
relief workers were long delayed in 
reaching the scene of the disaster, 
while the time necessary to bring 
injured victims to Atlanta hospitals 
in buses and trucks was made much 
longer than it should have been be- 
cause progress on the highway dur- 
ing the afternoon was at a snail’s 
pace on account of congested 
traffic. 

For more than a year the new 
highway from Atlanta to Gaines- 
ville via Norcross, Suwanee and 
Buford has awaited its paving, most 
of the routing and grading work 
having been completed months ago. 

Had this highway been paved as 
it should have been, the victims 
of the Gainesville tornado would 
have received succor much sooner. 

Every week-end the Lawrence- 
ville road is jammed with traffic 
and during the football season it is 
the scene of numerous crashes. 

What is true of highway trans- 
portation between Atlanta and 
Gainesville is also true, to a greater 
or less degree, with travel on most 
ot the roads of the state—condi- 
tions that would have been largely 
eliminated with the completion of 
work begun, in many instances, two 
and three years ago, and with the 
construction of new highways to 
relieve existing routes carrying too 
heavy a load of traffic. 


WHERE ATLANTA LEADS 
Prominent display is given in the 
current issue of the Washington 
Review, periodical summary of na- 
tional business affairs published by 


merce, to the winning by Atlanta of 
the best fire prevention record in 
1935 among the 327 largest cities 
in the nation.

The comment to Mayor Key of 
Fire Chief O. J. Parker on the 
granting of the award'to Atlanta was 
brief, but it encompasses all of the 
conditions that made it possible for 
the award to come to Atlanta. 

The fire chief told the mayor that 
“the morale of the department is 
good; its members remain sober; we 
do not allow a man to attempt to 
fight fires or to come into an en- 
‘gine house with the suspicion of 
‘liquor on him, and that accounts 
‘in a large measure for our suc- 
| cess.” 
| It is not surprising that on this 
'besis of man power, and with effi- 
cient and virile leadership, the At- 
lanta fire department led all the 
| cities of the country in holding to 
'a low minimum the loss from con- 
‘flagrations and established a splen- 
did record for fire prevention work. 

The example of the fire depart- 
ment is one that might well be emu- 
lated by other municipal depart- 
ments which, instead of functioning 
jin such a manner as to bring na- 
'tional honor to the city, perform 
their duties in a way that leads to 
‘continued criticism of their short- 
comings.

A. decree of extermina- 
tion was launched against them 200 
years before Luther made his appear- 
ance at Wittenberg and as short as 
50 years ago, collections were taken 
5 how Holland, England and the Scan- 
dinavian countries for these same 
Waldensian brethren. 


Greeted by All 


I sat down on the last seat near 
the door in the chapel. Unfortunately 
the service was just coming to at 
end. But one man came over to shake 
hands. with me and then another and 
then all of them, even the children. 
“But I thought,” I said, “that Wal- 
densians lived only in the valleys 
of Piedmont.” “Yes,” came the an- 
swer, “the Val Pellice is our home, 
but some of us are dispersed and in 
exile.” “In exile,” I quéstioned, “but 
not forcibly I hope.” “No, not for- 
cibly,” came the answer. We look 
upon every part of the world outside 
Piedmont as a place of exile. We al- 
ways think of our home up there.” 
“But that is the place where your 
ancestors were persecuted and massa- 
cred?” “Precisely for that reason 
Piedmont is dear to us. We still feel 
ourselves strangers here.” It was al- 
most like hearing dews speak of the 
Dispersion and the homeland in Pal- 
estine. 

Of course, the Waldensians are not 
persecuted .for their faith’e sake in 
Italy today. The real essence of the 
mood of the liberal epoch in Italian 
history, which is only temporarily. in- 
terrupted by the fascist nightmare, was 
a certain silence, a certain tolerance, 
a certain indifference with regard to 
the unknown mysteries that seem to 
hedge about humanity. It afforded 
those smaller sects, like the Walden- 
sians, a breathing space at last. But 
the memory of those long ages of dark- 
ness persists amongst them, as it does 
amongst the Huguenots in France. I 
lived next door to a Huguenot family 
in the little town of St. Germain for 
two years and observed them care- 
fully. They lived in a world of their 
own, mixed only with other Hugue- 
nots, and with no one else. There 
is a certain tradition of resistance 
amongst the Huguenots and this re- 
sistance I found back in these .Walden- 
sians. I wandered out into the street 
with two or three of the “fratelli” 
and found myself presently in a Wal- 
densian home, whitewashed walls, no 
ornaments, rough -wooden floors, a 
bare table, but some flowers in the 
window, and that curious, hushed way 
of talking which you diso find amongst 
the Calvinist farmersjin the polders of 
Holland, especially on a Sunday. 

By the open fireside sat an old 
man with a long white beard. He 
fixedly stared in front of him and 
scarcely noticed our entry. A fine 
sculptured face, yellow with age, the 
deep black eyes smouldering like coals 
of fire, but severe and stern, even 
harsh, intransigent as a rock. Not 
till his son, my acquaintance from 
the chapel, had introduced me as ‘“‘un’ 
fratello Americano” did the patriarch 
pay any attention. He pressed me to 
eat with him of the savory soup which 
his daughter-in-law ladled out from 
a copper pot which she unhooked from 
under the chimney. 


No Interest in War. 


Thereafter, we sat and talked all 
afternoon, till the sun disappeared up 
the Appian Way toward Rome. Mus- 
solini was not mentioned once in our 
conversation. The war in Ethiopia 
held no interest for those Italians, 
their whole life and all their thought 
centered about the things of religion. 
If ever I saw an instance outside 
monasteries, of people living in, and 
yet not being in this world, that fam- 
ily of Waldensians furnished me with 
the picture. It was amazing. “We 
are somewhat worried,” said the old 
man at one stage, “about our brethren 
in Germany, amongst whom the doc- 
trine of predestination is now making 
headway, for we hold that man does 
good works through natural virtue 
stimulated by God's grace”... 
the persecutions of evangelical Prot- 
estantism in the reich he had not heard 
and when I told him something about 
it he dismissed it as something of 
wholly secondary importance, some- 
thing self-evident.

“Not only is Stavanger’s geographi- 
eal location an important factor in 
connection with the proposed air 
route; the port alre.'y is a busy door- 
way to all Norway. A railway now 
links it with Flekkefjord.to the south, 
crossing Jaeren, a wide, fertile coastal 
plain which ranks with the richest 
agricultural regions in the kingdom. 
Another line, now under construction, 
will bring Oslo, the Norwegian cap- 
ital, within a few hours’ train ride. 
Regular steamship service now han- 
dles most of the traffic between Sta- 
vanger and the capital. 

“When America was a wilderness 


and Europeans were just getting a 
foothold on the Atlantic seaboard, 
Stavanger was a city of importance. 
It was, as it is now, the port for an 
enormous fishing fleet. Go down to the 
docks today and you will discover the 
part that fish play in the city’s eco- 
nomic life. Many craft simply dump 
their catch into transports for delivery 
to canneries. Others line a portion of 
the harbor where they are visited by 
Stavanger housewives who buy the 
finny creatures while they are still 
flopping. 
Old City Cramped by New. 

“Old Stavanger, a little cramped, 
still exists with its narrow streets. 
In. it is one of the most beautiful 
Gothic cathedrals in northern Europe, 
a product of builders .of the Middle 
Ages. Surrounding the old town is 
modern Stavanger with its broader 
streets,.fime residences and up-to-date 
shops. There is also a large city park 
encircling a mirror-like lake. 

“On the streets and in the park, the 
traveler may be wg pro when he 
fails to find colorful Norwegian cos- 
tumes, for residents of the city wear 
modern European fashions. To see the 
native costumes, one must visit the 
market place on market days, where 
men, women and children’ from the out- 
lying rural districts congregate to sell 
their merchandise, and talk. Over 
piles of vegetables, buxom blonde 
women in rainbow colors preside while 
their sturdy husbands, a in native 
costumes, wander here and there tidy- 
ing their ‘stands,’ passing the time of 
day with neighbors, or making pur- 
chases at near-by stores. Wide-flow- 
ing skirts of homespun are worn by 
the women while big-legged trousers of 
the same material are donned by the 
men. Above the waistlines of both 
are handsomely embroidered waists 
and vests in gay tints. 

Summer Pleasures. 

“When business hours are over. 
Stavanger forgets sardines, fish and 
vegetables. In the summer, the ir- 
habitants throng an excellent beach 
washed by the chilly but invigorating 
waters of. the North Sea. Scores of 
so craft, from tiny skiffs to 

uge yachts, ride at anchor, or stir 
the harbor waters. Summertime in 
Stavanger, as in all southern Norway, 
is always pleasant. There is never 
excessive heat and the nights are al- 
ways cool, 

“Winter and Scandinavia may seem 
frigid synonyms to many Americans, 
but ice, snow and cold weather are 
no barriers to Norwegian amusement 
and sport. The coming of the first 
snow in November is merely a sighal 
for sportsmen to get their skis and 
skates in order for the sports they 
love, And when there is a good snow, 
the outlying hills near the city are as 
thronged as the beach in the sum- 
mer.

HEALTH TALKS

A medical correspondent writes: 
“You will recall our eorrespond- 
ence of four years ago on the sub- 
ject of frostbite. You maintained 
that it is a mistake to apply snow 
ice or cold water in the first ai 
treatment of a frozen member. You 
will be interested in an article by 
Rudolph Campbell in Schweizerische 
medizinische Wocheschrift for De- 
cember 17, 1932. This authority 
gives no crumb of comfort... .” 


_ Dr. Campbell. has had experience 
in high mountain regions. @ advo- 
ee the following course of treat- 
ment: 


“Bring the patient in to warm 
room, wrap him at once in warm 
covers and apply all available kinds of 
external and internal heat, to promote 
the best possible circulation. Place 
the frozen members in a cold water 
bath (temperature of water from 45 
to 60 degrees F.) in order that the 
thawing out may be . accomplished 
gg the water being kept cold 
y adding snow or ice occasionally. 
The patient should perform all the 
active movements he can with the 
frozen member. The physician strokes 
the frozen parts toward the heart 
with a wet towel, with care te re- 
move from time to time any ice that 
may form on the skin. Through 
freezing of the water on the surface 
of the skin the cold necessary for this 
physical process is withdrawn from 
the frozen member and the latter is 
thawed out quickly, safely, and, as 
it were, without secondary effects. If 
the frostbite is on the face the same 
result is effected by passing cold com- 
presses over it. Rubbi with soft 
dry snow is always useful, but the 
use of hard frozen snow is to be con- 
demned, since it may inflict wounds 
that will admit infection. “The o 
erator’s own hand must be perfec 
clean, and should be wrapped in a 
woolen cloth or glove to prevent its 
freezing while at work. Immediately 
after the part is,thawed out antisep- 
tic treatment .. .” 

There is no sound reason why we 
should hesitate to thaw out frozen 
tissues quickly. It is merely an old 
tradition that the “frozen member 
must be rubbed with ite;-snow or 
cold. This tradition belongs in the 
same category with the notion that 
a person rescued from starvation must 
not be given a reasonable amount of 
food immediately, or one who has 
been deprived of water for days must 
not take a fair drink of cold water im- 
mediately. 

It would be pretty severe treatment 
to apply cold, «snow ‘orice Bon such 
manner even té a normal y. I 
suppose the physics of the German 
physician’s theory is correct—water 
in freezing doeg give off what little 
heat was in it, but most of the heat 
is given off to the air. All this 
weird hocus-pocus, then, serves chief- 
ly to give the doctor an air of being 
very busy, but it is questionable 
whether it promotes recovery. 

Stefansson the § arctic explorer 
found that the best treatment for 
frozen cheek, nose or finger was im- 
mediate warmth and mild kneading or 
massage, but very mild. and very 
brief, and we know from experience 
that this is the best way to dea] with 
ordinary frostbite of cheek, ear or oth- 
er member, and that Ae gentle knead- 
ing with the warm hand should cease 
the instant the blanched area shows 


color. 
It is time now to discard these 
quaint superstitions and use a little 
sense in dealing with frostbite.

Chattanoogans Flee New Flood 
As Tennessee Surges Over Banks 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 8.— 
(P)—For the second time this year 
residents in low-lying sections of Chat- 
tanooga were in the midst of an exo- 
dus to higher ground tonight as the 
swelling* Tennessee river poured a 
fresh flood into the city. 

Twenty-seven families were moved 
out today while elsewhere over the 
south thousands of persons were al- 
ready homeless. Valley lands along 
many rivers were inundated and some 
Tennessee homes near the Mississippi 
— reported swept into the muddy 
tide. 

The flood area extended across the 
midsouth from the Carolinas to the 
Mississippi, and in the latter section 
suffering had become acute at some 
points as the rising water continued 
to drive new hundreds to the hills, tax- 
ing the resources of small refugee 
towns to the utmost. 

Ridgely, Tenn., citizens in a mass 
meeting today decided to ask help of 
the state welfare authorities and the 
Red Cross. Mayor W. 8S. Alexander 
said that funds and provisions. are 
badly needed and described the situa- 
tion as “not desperate but very acute.” 

Between 400 and 500 families have 
taken refuge in Ridgely, in many cases 
leaving their live stock as well as 
their homes to the mercy of the mighty 
river. 

Up and down the vast stream pa- 
trols kept vigilant watch on the levees 
as the flood crept higher. Lieutenant 
Colonel E. A. Reybold, district Unit- 
ed States engineer at Memphis, said 
there is no indication of danger to the 
levee system, but further overflowing 
of lowlands outside the protected areas 
and along tributary streams subject 
to backwater is anticipated. 

Reports that a wall protecting land 
at Hickman, Ky.. from the Mississippi 
is “‘weak’’ were received by Miss Ruth 
Riley, Red Cross flood relief director 


in western Kentucky. Some fears were 
expressed that the dike might not hold 
when the crest from the Ohio reaches 
the town. 

The coast guard cutter Kankakee 
has’ been ordered to flood duty at Hick- 
man where 125 families would be at 
the merey of the flood if the wall 
let go. 

In Dyer county, Tennessee, where, 
as near Ridgely, the lowlands are 
without dike protection, scores of 
farmers are moving into the hills. A 
few who remain in _  flood-encircled 
homes fre getting mail and supplies 
by boat. Several homes have gone in 
the flood, but no injury or loss of life 
has been reported. 

At Fayetteville, N. C., a 55-foot 
stage on the Cape Fear river backed 
the overflow into the city park and 
caused suspension of a Wilmington- 
Fayetteville barge line. In South Caro- 
lina 13 roads were closed. The flood 
generally has hindered hoth railway 
and highway travel. 


The weather bureau reported that 
the Ohio river crest today was just 
reaching Cairo where a rise of 2.10 
feet in 24 hours put the level at 52.2 
feet, more than 12 above flood stage. 
From Cairo to below Memphis the big 
river was at or slightly over flood 
stage. 

The Tennessee here moved toward 
a predicted crest of 36 feet tonight and 
poured into Alabama a flow which the 
weather bureau believes will go to ‘six 
or seven feet above .flood stage. 

The rising waters here will not cov- 
er as much of the city as did the flood 
of 10 days ago when more than 250 
families were made homeless. However, 
it was considered probable that the 
redicted level will force closing of at 
east two manufacturing plants, again 
toretins 600 men temporarily out of 
work.

There the sena- 
tor’s opponent was an uninstructéd 
delegation slate selected by the state 
central committee. 


In Illinois, the senator must cross 
political rapiers with Ko whe has 
the indorsement of the state centfal 
committee, a diligent organization 
which has been active for months, and 
who was first in the field. Knox yes- 
terday concluded an extensive swing 
over the state. 


Both candidates seek the preferen- 
tial indorsement of their party mem- 
bers and the election of favorable dele- 
gates. 

Knox headquarters have announced 
that candidates supporting their choice 
have been entered in all 25 congres- 
sional districts, which choose two con- 
vention delegates each next Tuesday. 
In some districts three declared Knox 
men were running with no other op- 
position. Borah’s Illinois manager, 
Edgar J. Cook, Chicago attorney, was 
authority for the statement that 
Borah-inclined delegate candidates 
have been entered in 21 district races, 
but not two in every one.

FRANCE OFFERS BASIS 
FOR GERMANY TALKS 


PARIS, April 8.—(#)—France de- 
manded ‘Germany pledge to keep 
“hands off” the rest of Kurope today 
as the price for France’s signature of 
new peace accords, : 


A memorandum in answer to Adolf 
Hitler's peace plan cited the danger of 
Germany following up her occupation 
of the Rhineland with action against 
Austria, Danzig and Memel and claims 
for colonies. 


Renunciation of designs -on those 
places must be given, the memorandum 
said, before “any plan for peace can 
be constructed.” The proposal was 
sent to Great Britain, to whom Hitler 
eeemtteg his counter peace propos- 
als. 

France submitted her own peace 
plan in a rebuttal to the reichsfuehr- 
ers, basing it on “collective security” 
with regional mutual assistance pacts 
backed up by an international army 
under the League of Nations, 

Hitler Deceiving. 

Hitler’s disarmament plan is “de- 
ceiving,’ the French note said, “be- 
cause there is no plan for effective 
control.” 

Hitler had proposed a series of bi- 
lateral peace pacts and aleo a disarma- 
ment conference to limit armaments,

ing’ war, the note said: “It is more

The note asked “why did Germany 
change her mind about signing a non- 
aggression pact with Russia,” point- 
ing out that Hitler accepted euch a 
pact when Italy, France and Great 
Britain assembled at Stresa following

France “cannot conceive any eettle- 
ment of western European security 
wherein we would have to disregard 
the safety of the rest of Europe,” the 
memorandum asserted. 

The note said Hitler’s peace plan 
failed to provide guarantees to offset 
the violation of the Locarno treaty, 
which “was the most solid foundation 
for western European peace,” 

The anewer to Hitler's plan implied 
Germany wished to return to. the 
League of Nations to use it as a 
“means of intervention in the affairs 
of other nations.” 

Need No Plebiscite. 

Hitler’s ae gong that France, like 
Germany, hold a plebiscite to approve 
accords was rejected since in France 
“there is no need” to “assure observ- 
ance | of the government’s undertak- 
ings. 

The French note ignored Germany’s 
proposals for a temporary limitation 
of troops and control on both sides of 
the frontier, 

The memorandum opened with the 
assertion “nobody threatens the inde- 
pendence of the German ple, no- 
body refuses it equality nW reg nobody 
dreams of —— its honor unless 
it is attacking the honor of people to 
recall it to respect of treaties.” 

“International law demands respect 
of treaties,” the note said. “No treaty 
must be considered immutable, but no 
treaty can be unilaterally repudiated. 

“In a new organization of Europe, 
in which all peoples—equal in right 
—will be freely associated, each state 
will pledge itself to respect the terri- 
torial status of the members, which 
cannot be modified ‘except ‘with the 
consent of all. 

“No demand for such modification 
can be introduced before the 25 years 
have elapsed. 

“European or regional treaties in- 
volving the independence of the states 
and all limitations accepted by com- 
mon accord among them—notably in 
the matter of armaments—will be

VISITS IN MEXICO’S CAPITAL. 
IV—Olden Relics. 
One evining, while I was strolling 
about Mexico City, I walked into a 
shop where “Aztec relics” were on 
sale. While I was looking over the 
displays, the owner of the place, Mr. 
Tenenbaum, came to my side to chat 
with me. I found that he was not 
a Mexican, but a native of Poland. 
He showed me clippings from New 
York and London newspapers telling 
about his work. For years he has

In an effort to prove he was right 
about the Aztecs having worn goggle 
Mr. Tenenbaum showed me sma 
statues of men wearing what might 
have been goggles over their eyes, 
and even one with goggles resting 
above the eyes. I was keenly inter- 
ested, for I] remembered several large 
images of old Mexican gods with rings 
above the eyes. Those rings have been 
meant to stand for goggles. Certain- 
ly on the bright, sunshiny plateau, 
the Indians needed something to save 
their eyes from being dazzled. 

_At one time the Valley of Mexicd 
contained five large lakes. Now there 
are only three. Much of the pres- 
ent capital city is built over the dry 
basin of a large dried-up lake. When 
Aztecs moved to the area six cen- 
turies ago, they found it marshy, and 
built huts on tall stakes or les, 
similar to those used by lak well- 
ers. They also built rafts by lacing 
together rushes and tree branches. 

They covered some of the rafts 
with soil, and planted seeds in the 
soil. Thus there came to be the 
first “floating gardens” in the Aztec 
records. Corn, beans, peppers and 
pumpkins were rai in this man- 
ner. magyar gardens of much the 
same type exist in the Mexico 
City region. 

-The Aztecs have a legend saying 
their ancestors came out of the 
north, and some believe that their 
far ancestogs at one time lived in 
California. ~ After reaching the Mex- 
ican plateau, they conquered near-by 
tribes. Their earliest king, we are 
told, was named Acamapatzin.

OFFICIALS STRESS NEED 
FOR NAVIGATION AIDS 

WASHINGTON, April 8—(#)— 
Belief that air navigation aids in many 
instances have not kept pace with de- 
velopments in aircraft was expr 
privately today by officials of the Bu- 
reau of Air Commerce. 

While maintaining that investiga- 
tions to date indicated that yesterday's 
crash of a Transcontinental and West- 
ern airplane near Uniontown, Pa., was 
not caused by failure of radio equip- 
ment, they said that, in eneral, more 
intensive research is needed to fit air 
navigation aids to modern conditions. 

Radio beams now in use are requir- 
ed te be more than 98 per cent effi- 
cient and accurate, they declared, but 
under some conditions they may not 
work at peak efficiency at a critical 
time and a fatal accident may result. 

“These are aids to air navigation, 
they are not guarantees of safety,” 
one prominent official declared, “and 
they must be used within the limita- 
tions of their operation.”
